NEW YORK,-Aug. 14.—A special from 


Bar Harbor, Me., has toougiit an opinion 
on the present treasury condition that is 
oi great interest at this time ot uneasiness 
and discussion. It it J. Picrrcpont Mor- 
gan, head of the bond syndicate which 
fcok the government's last issue, who now 
con.es out and says ho feels no great anx- 
iety over the recent exports of gold and 
the loss of more than $7,000,000 to the 
treasury reserve. He declared emphati- 
cally that ilie gold exports were not 
caused in any degree by a return of the 
bonds sold by the syndicate in Europe laat 
spring. He held it to be unlikely that 
any large number of investors will Bend 
their bonds back under the existing money 
conditions in Europe. 


Senator Wolcott who is in the city was 


asen last night and asked about the money 
question. He said -that silver was the 
cure for American money troubles. He 
further said that any one who thinks the 
silver sentiment is dying out in the West 
is mistaken. The people realize this is no 
time to argue the question. The West is 
a unit in its demand for a greater use of 
silver and the establishment of a parity be." 
Veen the two metals. Business in the 
west, he said, was reviving but not with 
great bounds. 


In connection with the money agitation 


word comes from Raleigh, N. C., that a 
call has been issued for a conference of 
the free silver men of North Carolina 
Democrats to prepare some plan of action 
reJftiye to the national convention.

As de- 
cided upon last night in mass meeting held 
in Irving hall,5,000 jacket and pants makers 
went on a strike this morning. Besides 
these 1700 other operatives, classed as tin" 
skilled workers are thrown out of employ- 
ment. The jacket makers demand a new 
59-hour per week agreement and a wage 
scale ranging from $6 to $18 per week ac- 
cording to the work done. All is orderly 
and quiet.

ACCIDENTAL SHOOTING 


Wealthy New York Broker's Fatal Hunt- 


. Ing Trip.

Bowen of Darien, a wealthy New York 
broker, accidentally shot himself last eve 
ning and died this morning from the 
shock and loss of blood. .

Bowen and the servants succeeded in get* 
ting him to the house. A physician was 
summoned but Mr. Bowen nad become- so 
weak he could not rally and died at 3.30 
this morning.

The Trying Workjof Our Police 


Officers onj & Very 


Stormy Nl^ht. 


THAT ONE LONE 
CATCH. 


Incidents to Cause Moralizing and Show 


the Watchfulness, of Our Police 


Force. Two Kt»ds of 


Traxnpsi;, 


The station clock showed that it was a 


little past midnight whien Officer Thrall 
Inquired of Officer Atwoad if the captain 
bad said anything about .tramp hunting 
and Atwood replied th*tf he had. "It is a 
great pight for it," said jone of the other 
officers who happened t^ be present as lie 
gazed out of the window in contempla- 
tion of the weather. 
; 


At that time rain was falling in torrents 


and no human being no matter how de- 
graded could long remain out in the 
storm. An occasional vivid flash of light- 
ning would illuminate the prospect from 
the station window just for an instant, 
and then it would be the dull, dark alley 
again with the few quivering rays from 
the street lights penetrating through its 
gloom to the eye of tlie observe* at the 
window. Presently there sounded abova 
the falling rain the rapid clatter of 
horses hoofs upon the hapd street beyond 
telling that humanity ^ad not all found 
cover. As they died qutekly away in the 
distance and the monotonous dashing was 
again almost the only thing audible, they 
strongly illustrated-the instinctive feeling 
of retreat that pressWl itself upon the 
mind at the thought «tf being out in such 
a night. 
_|, •• 


The conversation in the station house 


being turned upon tranlp^ the probability 
of "scooping" large mimbeis of them 
from frequented haunt*tyas well discussed. 
Stories of finds that hid been made were 
told and in such conversation a few min- 
utes were passed and the s.torm took a 
sudden lull. Kubber boots were donned 
by three officers and handcuffs were lifted 
down from the wall. The three men 
issued forth and headed for Flagg's livery 
stable. The sleep burdened attendant was 
ordered to hitch up a three-aeater. The 
conveyance was ready in a minute and 
the three 6fflcers and a reporter got 3n 
and drove towards the west. The ride 
had just been begun when the lightning 
flashed again and again came the rain. 
The darkness seemed to deepen. The 
horses trotted along at' a_good rate until 
the fair ground avenue was reached at 
which place they were turned in. A 
pause was made at the railroad, and no 
sound of an approaching train being 
heard, they were driven 'ibannily towards 
the fair ground barns. . 


A lantern that hid bee^ procured from 


an obliging watchman was kept in the 
bottom of the conveyance for fear its 
light might tell of the law's stern ap- 
proach. Whan tire barns were reached its 
light was flashed around end one officer 
took up a potation to watch while the 
other two proceededwHjh the search. The 
grass was'beat with US'weight of water 
and pools lay hidden underneath it. 
Through these ,the officers hurried from 
stable door to stable door looking in the 
farthest corner of every stall in expec- 
tation of finding a huddled, ragged, badly 
begrimmed, perhaps drunken piece of 
humanity. The rain stBl fell,''but not so 
fiercely, yet heavily enough to depress the 
spirits to an almost pessimistic level when 
in the presence of such exploring. The 
open stall doors when thrown back re- 
vealed none of the expected forms and 
two of the officers took then- seats in the 
conveyance ready to drive away. The 
third lingered a little with his lantern and 
opened a few doors that at first look 
seemed locked. He entered one stall and 
and remained there. The horses were 
driven to-jt#md one of the men irom the 
wagon shouted, "What have you got?" 
;'0, only one,'' was the reply. 


Poor, unfortunate, homeless fellow, he 


might have slept on, but lor that same 
energetic officer. He came forth from 
the manger, hurriedly putting on his coat 
which had evidently been used as a pil- 
low. He vs as yet half asleep and shivered 
when he came in contact with the cold, 
damp air. Au acquaintance with crime 
and prison life could not under such con- 
ditions prevent some analyzing. The man 
was an object of pity yet a person to be 
restrained. The disregard for social con- 
ditions which he showed in his habits was 
accompanied, perhaps, by an equal disre- 
gard for law, the social prescription as to 
man's relation to man. Yet his cowering, 
trembling form, in its pitiable weakness, 
inspired a magmtuimity that suggested 
setting him free even against the dicta- 
tion of reason. Tho mind would revert to 
first causes and inquire, why that man 
had become such as he was, was it "Man's 
inhumanity to man" that made this being 
so? The freedom of the will might pre- 
sent itself, but inequality of opportunity 
and the selfishness of our social system 
would press themselves forward too. 
Then, shirking the problem as the major- 
ity have shirked it, indifference was estab- 
lished by the cowardly thought, he is only 
a tramp. 


The fellow bustled 
himself 
into 


the, wagon 
followed by his thor- 


ough captor. "Hadn't yon a better place 
to sleep than that?'' was asked him. "No, 
if I had I wouldn't been there," he re- 
plied. "1 belong in town," ho said. The 
horses were driven rapidly away and 
when a good distance homeward the still 
shivering outcast asked if he was the 
only one caught. He told of more being 
in locked stalls. Immediately the horses 
were turned and the stalls visited. The 
second search was fruitless. Heavy would 
have been the rain that would have made 
the tramps keep their quarters after the 
first visit. The single catch was driven to 
the police station and given a cell instead 
of a stall. The exploring party mounted 
into the wagon again and drove to several 
haunts. They were about to return un- 
rewarded when another lone fellow was 
found asleep in a freight car. "Why 
trouble to stop and take me, sir," he 
said, and the officer explained that it was 
such men they were after. "Men like 
me," he said in wonderment, "I have done 
no harm," and then he told astory of how 
he had obtained work and was ashamed 
to ask his employer for money to pay for 
a bed and had stolen into the car to sleep. 
He, too, was given a cell. . 


These Incidents show the two kinds of 


men that make up the tramp class,—the 


kind that do not fight the battles of life 
and are mostly criminal, and the kind that 
are forced by circumstances to adopt the 
tramp habits. These incidents also show 
the unpleasant duty of the officers, who 
work hard while the citizen sleeps to pro- 
tect him and his property. The tramp 
and the duty are, both, perhaps, small 
parts in the sum of life, but, nevertheless, 
some things for serious thought. 


A STURDY OCTOGENARIAN. 


A Good Man in the Hay Field in Spite of 


His Years. 


John White of Hancock, father of 


Dwight White, of the firm of Smith & 
White in this town, is probably the most 
vigorous man of bis age in Berkshire 
county. Mr. White is a native of New 
Ashford, where he was born eighty-one 
years ago last May, but he has lived in 
Hancock for over seventy-five 
years, 


and is one of the substantial and respected 
citizens of that town. 
It is not common 


for a man of eighty years to take an active 
part in the operations of the hay field, but 
Mr. White still retains his grip in spite of 
his age, and this year he has run a mow- 
ing machine for all the mowing on his 
farm—about seventy-five acres—raked all 
the hay and pitched it one way. In addi- 
tion to this he attended to the chores as 
usual, milking three cows and caring for 
three horses, besides attending to the 
hoes, poultry, etc. 


This is a remarkable record for a man 


of eighty-one years, but Mr. White is a re- 
markable man physically. He is by no 
means a large man, weighing only about 
125 pounds,but he has an Iron constitution 
and has had exceptional health all his 
life, never having come under the treat- 
ment of a physician in a single instance. 
He has never used liquor or tobacco in any 
form, but has been a, man of steady habits 
and great industry. His principal diver- 
sion in former years was fox hunting, and 
he has tramped over the mountains of his 
section many a cold winter day to the 
music of his hound than which nothing 
sweeter ever greeted his ears. 
He was 


successful, too, and many indeed are the 
foxes that have fallen before his unerring 
aim. But of late j cars he has not been 
able to engage in this, his favorite sport, 
which is about the only acknowledged 
hardship that old age has brought to him. 


Mr. White comes to North Adams oc- 


casionally to dispose of produce, and, 
judging from present indications, he will 
be an active mm for years to come. 
He 


is a pronounced type of the old Yankee 
stock, sturdy in charaater as well as wiry 
and enduring in physique, and honest to 
the core. His life hes been as an open 
book in one community for three quarters 
of a century and it is not strange that he 
enjoys the respect and esteem of his 
townspeople, who hope he may long con- 
tinue to be what he undoubtedly is today, 
the champion hay maker of all the Berk- 
shire octogenarians.

Three men were arrested while fighting 


on the streets in Pittsfield Monday night. 
They gave the names of Frank Marcou of 
North Adams, Fred W. Maynard and 
Augustus Mougui of Dalton. The men 
had been drinking during the evening and 
after the saloons closed they started 
toward Center street. At the corner May- 
nard and Mougui knocked Marcou down 
and were making matters lively for him 
when an officer arrived. The story of 
Marcou was that after knocking him 
down they took away his pocketbook con- 
taining $145 in money.

IS IT AMERICAN INSANITY? 


This is a question when asked of the 


American public, that some may feel in- 
clined to sneer at. But those better ac- 
quainted wuh the delicate nature of the 
Human bruin and the nervous system and 
the conditions surrounding American life, 
a»rioiuly question the meaning of the 
vwywide prevalence of crime andvio- 
leuoe that exists in all classes of American 
society. 
An overstrained condition of the nerves 


of vhe American people, due probably to 
the conditions of social activity, is evi- 
denced in the startling number of sudden 
deaths that have recently occurred. In a 
•ingle day in New York lait week sevtn 
persons were reported in the papers to 


1 have dropped dead, but not on account of 


the heat. It seemed as if the heaithad 


' been driven to its utmost tension, until it 


• could bear no more, when it suddenly col- 
1 lapsed. In nearly every case the victims 


i were apparently robust persons, and of 
. the kind usually known as "drivers." 


Again, the curious phases of crime and 


the mysterious deaths and disappearances 
that have occurred this summer, are sing- 


1 nlarly in accord with the unaccountable 
weather we have had and singularly out 


• of accord with healthy and sane condi- 


tions. The startling tiature of much of 
the news is indication of the steady 
growth of insanity in the land, and the 
perils that are incident to the overstrained 
nervous systems of the American pedple 


The existence of such a' miscreant as 


Holmes, the Chicago murderer of ten 
known victims, is still puzzling the peo- 
ple ; and all the more because this fiend 
was born of highly respectable parents, 
carefully educated under a Christian roof 
and surrounded by reflmng influence. 
Who-wlll account for it, save on the the- 
ory of organic or acquired insanity? 


So, also, with many mysterious cases of 


missing people, of late. In many in- 
stances no possible motives for their 
actions have been shown. If there was 
trouble at home nobody had ever discov- 
ered it. The p irson suddenly disappeared 
as though lilted from the earth, and all 
traces of his or her existence vanished. 


That an era of insanity is developing 


under the intense strain of American life 
has been long asserted by physicians and 
medical experts. There should be a warn- 
ing in this for people who are daily ex- 
hausting their nervous strength. Many 
are keeping up too fast a pace, and the 
final consequences are clearly foreshad- 
owed in passing events. 


SALISBURY AND GLADSTONE. 


Mr. Gladstone and Lord Salisbury are 


two very different men and believe in very 
.different political principles. They have 
been "differently bred. Salisbury is ofitho 
type that would uphold the national dig- 
nity by force, without analyzing- "tho 
grievance critically. Mr. Gladstone is of 
•the old radical school, and with all the 
elements of an agitator, has more faith in 
the intellectual and moral elements of a 
case than in a premature display of force. 


In the case of the Armenian atrocities 


Mr. Gladstone has his blood up, and, were 
he iu power, would doubtless make things 
lively around Constantinople. Salisbury 
has been temporarily roused into much 
the same mood by the stimulus of seeing 
si* British subjects killed by Chinese 
fanaticf. He, therefore, lent indirect sup- 
port to Mr. Gladstone in the stand taken 
in his anti-Turkish speech delivered last 
Tuesday. 
' Tho- next thing is to do something. 
There is ample evidence that the atroci- 
ties are being still continued. The Turk 
agrees/to all the proposals of the commis- 
sion appointed by the powers. He 'recog- 
aizenthe conditions imposed by the Berlin 
tireaty, and accedes to everything pro- 
posed, on paper; but Mr. Gladstone de- 
cl«e» that, r.HLout, picssurc, little of 
amelioritv.ou will result. Giro the Sultan 
time enough, and he will exterminate the 
A»»anii,in, while ajrr*<lng to ill that 
n«*5t to* proposed on gepor.

Tho Large New Building is Now Rapidly 


Approaching Completion. 


'iWork on the large new building of he 
Berkshire Hills sanitarium is still going 
forward as rapidly as possible and a \ ery 
correct idea of what tiic building is to be 
when completed can now be gained. Tut 
exterior bos been finished for some time, 
but a large force of men is still at work on 
the intsrior. The interior finish, with the 
exception of the floors, will soou bs done. 
The finish is of whitewood and on the 
first flaor this will be finished in the nat- 
ural color. * In the three upper stories the 
woodwork will be painted or stained. 


The building is very large and admir- 


ably arranged for the purpose for which 
it was designed. It has a spacious office 
and private office, pleasant suites of rooms 
on every flooi, Ivindsome and spacious 
parlors, a dini x. room 65 by 25 feet in 
dimensions, a private dining room for 
such as prefer it, and a kitchen that would 
delight the eye of any one familiar with 
kitchen work on a large scale. 
The 


kitchen will be supplied with every pos- 
sible convenience. The bathrooms are 
uatnerous aud spacious and are supplied 
with large porcelain-lined tubs, with 
nickel fixtures. 


Every room in the building is well 


lighted and there are most beautiful views 
n all directions, with the result tuatthcre 
is not an unpleasant room in the whole 
number. On tho north and south uncls ot 
the building on the second floor arc ]/s.i'zas 
which will be inclosed with glass in 
w-n^.er, making a very pleasan; partial 
out-of-doors resort, for the patients, fctind- 
pipes in every hall will form a safeguard 
against fire and the entire building will be 
supplied with gas and electric light and 
electric call hells.

LISTS' PLANS FOR THE NEXT NATION 


Cameron's Name to Be Presented For 


•Prcoident—If Their Bequests Are Ite- 
faMHl, They Will IJry to Form a Fusion 
Pcrty With tlio Democrats. 


Tho %-i'cstern silver Republicans have 


outlined an interesting programme to 
be pursued an the next national conven- 
tion. 


A few clays since a western Kepr.blic- 


an of national prominence disclosed the 
picgrammo of the silver men m all its 
details, arid it is so audacioxis as to star- 
tle the political managers. The plan, he 
says, was agreed upon at a conference 
of western beuators last month. 
The 


senators and other \vestern Republican 
leaders who participated in the compact 
represent ten \vestern silver slates and 
profehb to be able to control the delega- 
tions to tho 3iest national Republican 
convention from those states. 


These states are Montana, Idaho, Wy- 


oming, Washington, Oregon, Colorado, 
Nevada, Utah, California and SoUth 
Dakota, Theso ten states are claimed 
solidly for the agreement, and North 
Dakota and Nehraska'inay yet join in 
the movement. It is the purpose of the 
western silver Republicans to meet and 
choose delegai'os to the national Repub- 
lican convention in tho regular form, 
and when the convention meets to pre- 
sent the name of Senator Cameron of 
Pennsylvania for president. 


If Cameron is not acceptable to the Re- 


publicans, the convention will be askctl 
to agree upon some other reproseutativ' 
fieo silver Republican. If it refuses to 
act upon the suggestion, the delegates 
from thc=e ten, v;estem states say they 
will mjirch out of tho convention in a 
body, carrying with them as many free 
silver delegates fiom other Republican 
states as Ihoy can command. They will 
wait upon tho Democratic national con- 
vention, not as delegates, but as a com- 
mission knocking at the doors and a&h- 
ing for the nomination r,f a representa- 
tive free silver Democrat—Senator Mor- 
gan of Alabama preferred. 


If the Democratic convention fails to 


act upon tho demand, the silver men 
will abandon both old' parties. It is nut 
the intention of the managers of (his 
independent political movement to nom- 
inate a slsudard bearer for 180C on aii 
independent silver platform, but then- 
efforts will bo directed toward choosing 
electors pledged to the election of A free 
silver president, legardless of pcrf-on^l 
preference. 


Tho silver men say they will soek to 


hold tho balanco of pov, or in tho ue:\t 
electoral college uiid compel one of the 
old parties to bring forward a free silver 
man in order to seciuo the election. 


The movement oui lined is at present 


confined to tho Republican party. Dem- 
ocrats here express tho fear that a sim- 
ilar msunection may break out in thejr 
raulrs, led by southern Democrats, allied 
iu sentiment with tho wcstcru Repub- 
licans on tho moiiey question. This is 
con&ute'Pu a.s veiy likely iu happen 
-honldthe Democrats call their national 
con") ention before the Republicans hold 
theirs, and for that Reason there \vcs 
much talk today,9£ postponing the Dem- 
ocratic convention until very late in or- 
<Kr to give the silver men an opportu- 
nity to work in the national Republican 
convention firbt.—N(,w Orleans Times- 
Democrat.
